CHEAP  CIRCULAR  TOURS. 


The  Tours  on  the  following  page  are  selected  as  being  especially  suitable  for 
Visitors  to  the  Colonial  Exhibition,  on  account  of  the  short  time  occupied  and 
small  expense  incurred.  They  include  the  interesting  old  towns  of  Holland,  the 
scenery  of  the  Rhine,  Brussels,  whence  the  field  of  Waterloo  can  be  reached  in 
an  hour,  and  the  Art  Treasures  of  Antwerp.  Many  other  Tours,  including 
Switzerland,  Germany,  Austria,  and  Italy,  are  arranged  via  Harwich,  particulars 
of  which  are  given  in  the  Great  Eastern  Railway’s  Continental  Time  Book. 

Passengers  leaving  Liverpool  Street  Station  at  8 p.m.  are  due  at  Rotterdam, 
Amsterdam,  Antwerp,  and  Brussels  the  following  morning,  and  in  Cologne  the 
following  afternoon. 

The  return  journey  is  made  in  about  the  same  time,  passengers  arriving  in 
London  the  morning  after  leaving  these  Continental  cities. 

As  at  present  arranged,  during  the  coming  summer  season  the  Norwich, 
Ipswich,  and  Princess  of  Wales  will  perform  the  Antwerp  service  ; and  the 
Adelaide,  Lady  Tyler,  and  Claud  Hamilton  the  Rotterdam  service.  Being  large 
powerful  vessels  of  about  1,000  tons  register  and  2,000  I.H.P.,  passengers  are  less 
liable  to  suffer  from  sea-sickness  than  when  crossing  by  the  Channel  routes  in 
smaller  boats.  The  Ipswich,  Norwich,  Adelaide  and  Claud  Hamilton  are  lighted 
by  electricity. 

The  sleeping  accommodation  comprises  cabins  with  two,  three,  four,  or  more 
berths,  so  that  a party  can  usually  secure  a cabin  to  themselves  by  applying  a 


few  days  in  advance  to  the  Marine  Superintendent,  Parkeston  Quay,  Harwich. 
Each  vessel  has  a separate  ladies’  saloon  and  a smoking  room.  The  provisions  on 
board  are  supplied  by  the  Company’s  Hotel  Department,  and  are  of  the  best 
quality. 

The  Great  Eastern  Railway  Company  have  their  own  hotels  at  Harwich 
(Parkeston  Quay)  and  at  Liverpool  Street  Station.
